Power-Cord Protection - Protect the power cord from being walked on or pinched, particularly at plugs, convenience receptacles, and the point where 
they exit from the TV.

INSTALLATION 



- Please read the safety instructions in this manual completely before installation. 

- Install your TV in an area where direct sunlight will not fall upon the screen. 

- Soft, indirect light is best for television viewing. 

- Allow enough space (at least 4 in.) between the TV and any wals or enclosures for proper ventilation.

Auto-Degaussing 

Color television can be easily affected by magnetism, which shows as color distortion on the screen. If your TV is 
affected by nearby magnetic components or appliances, press the MAIN POWER SWITCH on the front of the TV to 
power off your TV for at least 1 hour. The built-in auto-degaussing circuit will eliminate the magnetic interference.

1 . Power On 

Plug in the supply cord, and press the MAIN POWER SWITCH on the front of 
the TV to turn the power on. A channel number will appear on the upper right 
corner of screen. Also, the red indicator light on the TV will come on. 

2. Standby (Soft Off) 

With the main power ON, press the Standby button on the remote control. This 
will put the TV in "Standby" or soft off mode.
